PARENT  —  TEACHER  —  STUDENT  ASSOCIATION 

Something  new  and  important  has  been  added  to  the  Parent-Teacher 
Association.  The  Students  have  become  the  “S”  in  the  P.  T.  S.  A.  Feeling  that 
the  primary  purpose  of  the  organization  is  to  work  with  and  for  the  members 
of  the  student  body,  the  executive  board,  elected  at  an  organizational  meeting, 
included  in  the  proposed  by-laws  a  student  representation.  These  by-laws 
were  accepted  unanimously  by  the  patrons  of  Page  at  the  first  meeting  in  the 
fall.  Since  that  time,  Page  officers  on  the  board  have  been  the  Council  Presi¬ 
dent,  the  president  of  the  Senior  Class,  the  Chairman  of  the  Traffic  Squad, 
and  the  Chairman  of  the  Youth  Recreation  Committee.  The  P.  T.  S.  A.  has 
aided  in  College  Day  activities,  the  Midwinter’s  Dance,  and  has  worked 
jointly  with  the  City  Recreation  Department  in  providing  chaperones  for  the 
open  houses.  The  organization  also  provided  for  our  representation  at  the 
State  Student  Council  Congress  in  Chapel  Hill.  Under  the  active  leadership 
of  Mrs.  James  Eskridge,  President,  the  P.  T.  S.  A.  has  been  a  strong  factor  in 
the  success  of  Page’s  opening  year. 
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STUDENT  COUNCIL 


“We  the  people”  —  a  phrase  characteristic  of  America  —  is  also  charac¬ 
teristic  of  the  500-odd  students  of  Page  Senior  High;  for  soon  after  its  doors 
were  opened  in  September,  students  began  asking,  “When  are  we  going  to 
elect  central  officers  and  form  our  Student  Council?” 

Ours  is  a  miniature  democracy;  so  when  the  students  spoke,  the  faculty 
and  administration  were  glad  to  help.  A  political  campaign  and  elections 
followed.  Central  school  officers  and  a  representative  from  each  room  were 
elected,  and  the  first  Student  Council  meeting  was  held  on  October  9,  1958. 
Since  that  first  meeting,  the  seventh  period  of  every  Tuesday  has  found  the 
Council  in  active  session. 

Affiliation  with  and  sending  delegates  to  the  State  Student  Council  Con¬ 
gress  was  one  of  our  first  acts.
